2018 Tax Rate Request 

The Board of Education 
approved the 2018 Tax Rate, 
requesting that there be no 
change in 2018 with 18 mills 
on Non-Homestead and 3.14 
mills for bond debt be 
levied. 


Non-Union Contract 
Extensions 
The Board of Education 
approved contract 
extensions, compensation 
and insurance adjustments 
for the non-union staff for 
the 2018-2019 school year 
with a 2% increase in 
salaries. Unionized staff is 
in the second year of two 
year contracts, with a2% 
increase as well. 


Bid Approved 

At the end of the year 
also comes summer 
construction projects that 
are only viable because of 
the generous tax payers 
approving our bond in May 
of 2016. The Board approved 
a bid from ASCOMNORTH, 
Inc. to install an intercom 
system at the Boyne City 
Education Center. This will 
assist with building 
security. 


June 25th meeting 
information: 


Budget Hearing of 
June 25, 2018 

Chief Financial Officer 
Irene Byrne presented the 
end of year, unaudited 
budget for 2017-18 and 
presented the 2018-2019 
budgets. Below is a 
summary of some factors 
that affected the District’s 
decisions. 


2017-18 Budgets 

BCPS will end the year 
with an unaudited fund 
balance near 15%, as June 
bills are closed out, we will 
refine this projection. The 
final balance for this year 
will be determined after the 
audit is completed in July. 

Retirements this year will 
impact the next year’s 2018- 
2019 budget. Teaching staff 
will be replaced; while some 
support staff will not be 
replaced. 

Increased costs of Early 
College and dual enrollment 
for high school students 
have been absorbed by this 
budget and adjustments 
have been made for next 
year. 80% of the graduating 


class of 2018 took at least 
one college class this year. 


2018-19 Budgets 

BCPS projects this budget 
to end with a fund balance 
of near 15% coming into the 
2018-2019 school year, and 
anticipates a similar fund 
balance at the end of 2018- 
19. 

Our current count 
projection for fall of 2018- 
2019 is 1850 students. In 
December 2017 the budget 
amendment was completed 
with a student count of 
1375, which for budgeting 
purposes for 2018-2019 is a 
reduction of 25 students. 

The District will continue 
to watch enrollment figures 
over the summer and adjust 
the staffing plan 
accordingly. 

The reduction in students 
is aresult of a large 
graduating class of 2018 and 
a slightly smaller 
kindergarten class 
enrolling for next fall. 

General Fund Budget 
adjustments were 
recommended by the 
administration to the Board 
of Education. 

It is the desire of the 
Board to maintain a 15% 
fund balance. This protects 
the district in case of future 
unstable funding or events 
that could negatively 
impact student learning 
environments and 
opportunities and helps 
meet cash flow during the 
school year. 

The use of Enhancement 
Millage funds will be used 
in three categories: 

Capital Bond: BCPS is 
currently planning for 
construction and 
renovation projects for the 
summer of 2019. Depending 
on bids and pricing, the 
district hopes to put new 
roofs on the MS and the 
BCEC, as well as, rework 
the front entry of the high 
school to improve the 
security of the building 
during the school day. The 
Enhancement Millage funds 
may be used to support the 
2016 Bond funds, which 
must be expended first. 

Expansion of the Early 
Learners program 
tuition-free 4-year-old 
preschool will begin in 
September of 2018. Next 
year the district will also 
continue to run the 3-year- 
old tuition-based preschool 
program. The enrollment of 
3-year-olds has increased, 
resulting in the need to hire 
a new teacher and assistant. 

Career Readiness funds 
will support the instructor 
costs for the new high 
school Electrical 
Engineering: Line worker 
program. Enhancement 
funds will also support 
other similar classes with 
direct career ties such as 
CAD design, metal 
fabrication, drafting, and an 
8th-grade career 
development class. 
Additionally, this fund will 
assist the Early College and 
Dual Enrollment programs. 

Like many businesses 
and industries rising costs 


continue to impact the 
District budget such as: 

3% increase in employee 
health care and insurance 
costs 

3% increase in District 
cost for employee 
retirement 

2% increase in salary 

This budget is built on 
the foundation grant for 
2018-19 increasing revenue 
by $240 per-pupil. This is 
welcome news from 
Lansing. The reductions 
and adjustments in this 
budget would have been far 
more substantial without 
this increase. The new per 
pupil funding level for 
BCPS from the State of 
Michigan for foundation 
level schools who are “in 
formula” is $7,871. 

Budgets are a “road map” 
that is based on 
assumptions. As the reality 
of next school year becomes 
apparent, the District will 
continue to adjust plans.

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Castile Farms celebrates 100 years

CHARLEVOIX-The iconic 
Castle Farms will kick off a 
three day-long celebration of 
its 100th Anniversary start- 
ing next week with loads of 
live music, food and fun en- 
tertainment for the whole 
family.
